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DETAILED ACTION 
Pre-Amendment 

1. In the pre-amendment filed on 1 1/09/2005 the applicant has cancelled claims 1-14. 
Claims 15-28 are currently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 15-28 are allowable. 

3. Claim 15 is allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a system for visualization of optical markings of an ophthalmic lens, 
comprising reflecting means having a plurality of flat reflecting faces, arranged in the form of at 
least one cube corner block open in the direction of the ophthalmic lens, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of claim 15. 

4. Claims 16-28 are allowable because they are dependent on independent claim 15 or an 
intermediate claim, and they include all the allowable limitations of the parent claim(s).
